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State Approves 
Funding For $1.2 M 
Downtown Garage 


By John P. Sawyer 


Andover got the good news Tuesday — 
state funding has been approved for the 
planned $1.2 million parking garage to be 
built under the proposed Memorial Hall 
Library expansion, according to Commu- 
nity Development Director Jonathan Gil- 
more. 

Gilmore said Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, Selectman Chairman Norma 
Gammon, Selectman Edward Harris, him- 
self and Chamber of Commerce President 
Mary Doherty met in Lawrence with Gov. 
King, who gave local authorities the official 
word. 

It means two covered decks of parking, 
about 200 spaces, to be built under the 
proposed 20,000 foot library expansion, will 
be 70 percent state and 30 percent town 
funded. Andover applied for $840,000 to help 
build the garage. The town’s cost will be 
$350,000, which town meeting will have to 
approve. Revenue from metered parking 
would be about $60,000 per year. 

Mahony was unavailable for comment 
Wednesday, but he has expressed hope the 
garage would help solve Andover’s parking 
problem and ‘‘stabilize that part of down- 


town.”’

According to Mahony, the garage will: 

HELP smaller downtown businesses by 
making it easier for quick-stop shopping; 

KEEP Andover’s downtown area eco- 
nomically healthy; 

INCREASE library visitation; 

ALLEVIATE the town’s congested park- 
ing situation, eliminating the problem of 
all-day parkers and commuters who leave 
the car downtown before heading off to 
work in Boston. Some uncovered parking 
would be sold on a monthly basis for this 


purpose. 


The garage would have an elevator to 


bring patrons up to the library. The eleva- 
tor would benefit the handicapped or any- 
one who did not wish to walk up the hill near 
the library. 

The Theatre Building might be torn down 
or moved to accomodate the parking area. 

According to a parking study, Andover is 
500 spaces short. The town is cracking down 
on parking ticket violators by towing the 
cars of those who do not pay fines. In 
addition, when town offices are moved into 
the wings of old East Junior High, more 
spaces will available to downtown shop- 


pers.

Project 
Budget 
Looks OK

The school building project is running 
almost four percent above estimates — 
about $407,000 above its $13 million budget 
— but the town manager has no fear of 
finishing the project over budget, he told 
the selectmen Monday night. 

‘‘We’re not planning on being over at all,”’ 
Manager Kenneth Mahony assured the 
board. ‘‘We’re planning on being under. I’m 
not expecting to have to go back (to town 
meeting) for any additional money at all.”’ 

The main reason the project is currently 
over estimated costs, the manager said, is 
that there have been ‘‘big increases’’ in 
equipment costs. ‘‘We have tried very hard 
to get quality equipment,”’ he explained, 
adding that the School Building Committee 
has preferred quality to quantity when 
choosing equipment. 

Mahony said he expected the project to 
end up with ‘sufficient excess money’’ to 
add equipment items that are now ‘‘on 
hoid’’ at a future date. He reminded the 
board that the state School Building Assis- 
tance Bureau is funding 50 percent of the 
project. 

The manager, architects and Project 
V.anager William Mansell are keeping a 
close eye on change orders — changes re- 
quested by school administrators, for ex- 
ample, as construction goes along — to | 
keep costs in line, Mahony said. A number 
of requested changes have been vetoed he 
added. 

Mahony admitted that with only $100,000 
left in the project contingency fund, funds 
are now “tight, there’s no question about 
a

$397.9 Million 


Water Law 


Communities all across Massachusetts 
are expected to benefit from the~$357.5 
million comprehensive water quality, sup- 
ply and management bill signed by Gov. 
Edward J. King on July 10. 

The bill, authored by Speaker of the 
House Thomas W. McGee (D-Lynn) and 
Chairman of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee Chester G. Atkins (D-Concord), 
is the largest water legislation package in 
state history. It includes funds for ground- 
water protection, wastewater treatment 
plants, leak detection and rehabilitation, 
water clean-up and conservation programs, 
collection sewer construction and emergen- 
cy water pollution response measures. 

The Water Resources Commission 
(WRC) authorized guidelines on Aug. 9 
which provide a prompt distribution of 
funds for leak detection and rehabilitation 
to those communities which were eligible 
for state grants under an earlier $10 million 
leak detection and rehabilitation program, 
but which were unassisted when the funds 
became exhausted. The Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
will begin administering these grants after 
a brief public review period for the 
guidelines. 

Secretary of Environmental Affairs John 
A. Bewick explained that the guidelines will 
permit DEQE to respond right away to 
communities faced with public health and 
safety hazards from contaminated water 
supplies. ‘‘This program gives the state, for 
the first time, the financial resources to 
help local officials investigate the cause of 
contamination, provide temporary water 
supplies and fund clean-up activities,’’ he 
said.

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David Sullivan Awarded Grant 4 
To Help Him Keep On Painting 


Andover artist David Sullivan has been 
awarded a $1,500 grant by the Blanche E. 
Colman Foundation to help him continue 
painting. Sullivan was one of eight Massa- 
thusetts artists awarded a total of $11,000 
by the foundation. 

The grants were recently announced by 
Mrs. Samuel B. Kirkwood and Boston Safe 
Deposit and Trust Company, co-trustees of 
the foundation, which has awarded more 
than $177,000 to 95 artists since it was found- 
ed in 1959, according to a statement issued 
by the foundation. This year’s recipients 
were chosen by the Colman Foundation Art 
Committee, headed by Gardner Cox. An- 
drew F. Willis, vice president of Boston 
Safe Deposit and Trust Company, presented 
the eight awards. 

The Colman Foundation was established 
under the terms of the will of Blanche E. 
Colman, a former art instructor at Boston 
University. She requested that her entire 
estate be used to create a fund to assist 
outstanding local artists. 


Sullivan has been painting for 20 years. 
He was educated at the Boston Museum 
School of Fine Arts, Boston; and the Choui- 
nard School of Fine Arts, Los Angeles. His 
works have been exhibited at the Smithsoni- 
an Institute, Washington, D.C.; the Montre- 
al Museum of Fine Arts, Montreal, Canada; 
and the Philadelphia Museum of Arts, Phil- 
adelphia. 

The artist is now back to work in a newly- 
renovated studio, after a fire destroyed 
several years’ of his work and severely 
damaged his North Main Street home in 
May. The fire raced up one side of the house 
and devastated Sullivan’s studio on the 
third floor. 

Sullivan, his wife and two teenaged chil- 
den moved back into the house about a

After 84 Years In The ‘Vale, 


Hattie Nicoll Heads Westward 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


She was active in the former Ballardvale 
United Methodist Church (now the Ballard 
Vale United Church) from the day she be- 
came a member at the age of 17. That was 
in 1914, and Hattie Nicoll has stayed in- 
volved with the church ever since. 

But at 84, Mrs. Nicoll has left the Ballard- 
vale church and left the village where she 
was born and has spent her entire life. Last 
Sunday, she moved from her home in the 


‘Vale to Saratoga, California, to live with 
her daughter Shirley. 


“‘T never thought I’d leave here,”’ she said 
one day last week, as she sat surrounded by 
a lifetime of belongings and memories 
packed into boxes scattered about her living 
room. ‘‘I always said I wouldn’t move. But 
there’s nine rooms here — that’s too big for 
me now. The expenses are big, too.’ 

Born Dec. 13, 1897 to Lida and James 
Kibbee, Mrs. Nicoll was brought up in her 
paternal grandparents’ home at 20 Hall 
Ave., where the church parsonage now 
stands. The church itself is now located on 
the property where her parents’ house used 
tosstand, at 23 Clark Road, and her own 
home at 17 Clark Road is next door to the 
church. 

To honor Mrs. Nicoll for her devotion and 
service to the church throughout her life, 
church members held a special reception 
for her last Sunday after the morning serv- 
ice. The day in¢luded a ‘‘This Is Your Life’’ 
program, and neighbors who remembered 
Hattie Nicoll from childhood came to remi- 
nisce with her. 

“They remembered her as a caring, lov- 
ing person, a strong woman, someone with 
stability,’’ the pastor, Rev. Gary Cornell, 
says. ‘‘They remembered her as someone 
they could depend on.”” The day became a 
kind of homecoming, he adds, because 
many former Ballardvale residents came 
back to say goodbye to Hattie. 


The congregation presented her with a 
farewell gift, a scrapbook filled with letters 
that had been written about Mrs. Nicoll, 
and the church presented her with a large 
bible. Rev. Cornell also presented her with 
a framed letter from George W. Bashore, 
resident United Methodist Bishop for the 
Boston area, which he first read to the 
gathering. 


“It was a sad day, because she was leav- 
ing the neighborhood,’ the pastor says. 
‘‘But she will be back. She’ll be back to visit 
family and friends.”’ 


Rev. Cornell, who has been with the 
church for only six months, says to him 
Hattie Nicoll has been ‘‘a very delightful, 
warm kind of person who was always there. 
I would have enjoyed knowing her much 
longer.” 


Hattie attended the Bradlee School in 
Ballardvale through the ninth grade, and 
‘it wasn't long before I was married,’’ she 
recalled with a laugh. She married James 
K. Nicoll on April 6, 1917, and together they 
raised ten children, ‘‘eight of them surviv- 
ing.’ The couple moved to Andover for only 
one year before returning to live in the 
‘Vale, buying the home that used to belong 
to Hattie’s parents.

To Preach On 


Anniversary Of 
St. Francis 


The New England Regional Inter-Provin- 
cial Council of the Secular Franciscan Or- 
der is sponsoring the closing celebration 
commemorating the 800th anniversary of 
St. Francis of Assisi on Sunday, Oct. 4, at 
noon at the Christian Formation Center in 
Andover. Principal concelebrant will be 
Most Rev. Nicholas D’Antonio, OFM, D.D., 
Vicar General and Vicor for the Spanish 
speaking in the New Orleans Archdiocese. 

Bishop D’ Antonio, with a $10,000 price on 
his head and denounced publicly in the 
Spanish Republic of Olancho, Honduras, 
entered the ‘“‘Brown Franciscans’’ in 1933 
and was ordained in 1942 in Lowell by Arch- 
bishop Richard Cushing. 

For two year after ordination, Fr. D’An- 
tonio served in Canada and was then as- 
signed as missionary pastor in Olancho 
where, as the Delegate Provincial of the 
North American Franciscans laboring in 
Honduras, Guatemala and El Salvador, he 
also served as the pastor of the Immaculate 
Conception Church in Comayaguela, Hondu- 
ras. 

Fr. D’Antonio departed the country after 
being installed by Pope Paul VI as Prelate 


Nullius, Ordinary of Honduras in 1964, par- 
ticipating in the Vatican II Ecumenical 
Council, When he returned, he was conse- 
crated Bishop by Lawrence Cardinal Shee- 
han in Baltimore, Md., and resumed his 
missionary role in Honduras. 

In 1975 there was a crackdown on the 
Olanchan Church for its prophetic role in 
defense of the oppressed poor. Two priests 
and 12 civilians were murdered. The clergy 
and religious were expelled. Bishop D’ Anto- 
nio was denounced by the local government. 
A few months later a new government re-

versed the tide, and seeking scapegoats, 
welcomed back the priests and nuns to the 


missions. The Holy See, however, advised 
the Bishop not to return, fearing a possible

Within a year, the Holy See had Bishop 
D’Antonio resign from his diocese with the 
promise of reassignment in the United 
States. Four months later, on Oct. 8, 1978, 
Bishop D’ Antonio left Honduras for his pre- 
sent post in New Orleans.

Nuclear Referendum 


A binding initiative on the November 
ballot requiring voter approval of new nu- 
clear facilities has been designated Ques- 
tion 3 by Secretary of State Michael Joseph 
Connolly. 

The proposed law, placed on the ballot by 
more than 100,000 certified voter signa- 
tures, requires certain environmental and 
economic safeguards and approval at a 
statewide election before any ‘‘low-level’’ 
nuclear waste facility or new nuclear power 
plant can be built in Massachusetts, The 
proposal would not apply to facilities con- 
structed specifically for the disposal of 
hospital or bio-medical research wastes. 

The petition drive was captained by the 
Massachusetts Nuclear referendum cam- 
paign with more than 4,000 volunteers 
throughout the state. The organization will 
now work towards a ‘‘Yes’’ vote at the 
November election.

Andover public schools and Phillips Aca- 
demy may be in line for over $70,000 in 
grants from the state Department of En- 
ergy (DOE) under a program that provides 
money to schools, hospitals and municipali- 

_ ties across the state for energy audits, 
engineering studies and conservation im- 
provement measures for public and non- 
profit institutions. 

The Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Energy Resources (EOER) has announced 
it has recommended to DOE grants totaling 
more than $1,257,000 statewide, including 
$7,650 for Andover public schools and $64,- 
150 for Phillips Academy. 

Recommended applications are reviewed 
by DOE with funding confirmations ex- 
pected about September. 

Frank Paul, Andover public schools busi- 
ness manager, said if the schools get the 
grant, the money will be used to hire a 
technical expert to conduct an energy audit 
of all school buildings, reviewing heating, 
electricity, windows and other heat loss 
areas. The audit could be used as a 
“blueprint’’ for future energy conservation, 
he said. 

At Phillips, the grant would be aimed at 
energy conservation measures and the 
money matched to bring the total cost of 
the projects to over $128,000, according to 
Jack Tomlinson, director of energy conser- 
vation at Phillips. He said half of that 
money would be aimed at George Washing- 

*ton Hall, the communications building and 
the Addison Gallery for control of heat, 
ventilation and some electrical usage. The 
athletic complex — the Cage, all of the 
gyms and the rink — would also receive 
attention. 

The other half of the Phillips money 
would be ditected at additional steam trap 
replacements to avoid loss of steam and 
money, he said. 

The EOER received 107 applications 
‘statewide with requests for funds totaling 
more than $6.5 million. Seven municipali- 
ties also applied for grants totaling $16,000 
to conduct professional audits. 

Recommendations have been made to 
DOE concerning 47 schools for a total of

WASHINGTON -- The 
administration-sponsored 
tax bill that Congress con- 
sidered last week produced 
some curious coalitions: 
Conservative Republicans 
were fighting it and liberal 
Democrats were supporting 
it. This was a switch that 
amuseé the political pundits. 

But one thing about the 
tax bill that was not so 
amusing was its similarity 
to all other tax-reform bills 
within recent memory: The 
big boys made out like gang- 
busters and the little guys 
got stuck. 

Take the so-called three- 
martini lunch. After muct 
huffing and puffing, Con- 
gress decided that business- 
men should be allowed to 
deduct the cost of their fan- 
cy lunches after all. And 
where would the money 
come from to make up for 
the liquor-and-lobster loop- 
hole? Why, from a crack- 
down on the tips the big- 
spending tax-dodgers leave 
for waiters and waitresses. 

Here’s another example of 
the way Congress talks big 
about plugging tax loopholes 
but still winds up coming 
down on the side of the 
wealthy: The new tax- 
reform bill was supposed to 
keep corporations from 
claiming business deduc- 
tions for interest and taxes 
on new construction. But

late one night, Sen. Orrin 
Hatch, R-Utah, pushed 
through an exemption for 
certain hotel and motel 
construction. The Hatch 
exemption covered two new 
hotels planned by the Mar- 
riott Corporation, whose 
chief executives are close to 
the senator. The cost to the 
Treasury would be about $55 
million. 

Another loophole that was 
left open thanks to Sen. 
Slade Gorton, R-Wash., per- 
mitted commercial airlines 
to sell their tax credits. This 
cost the Treasury about $100 
billion. But it helped United 
and Eastern airlines. They 
have some 100 new planes 
on order from Boeing -- and 
Boeing is one of the biggest 
industries in Sen. Gorton’s 
home state 

How did the little guys get 
treated? Sen. Russell Long, 
D-La., ramrodded through a 
provision in the new tax bill 
that made it harder for 
unmarried, mothers to quali- 
fy for federal aid. Long said 
his provision would help to 
instill what he called ‘‘Chris- 
tian ethics.” He also said it 
would save the taxpayers 
$200 million a year. This is 
because it may force many 
working mothers to quit 
their jobs so they can qualify 
for food stamps and welfare 
payments. 

WOOING THE ELDER- 
LY: Congressional candi- 
dates in this November's 


, 


election will be abandoning 
their baby-kissing campaign 
tactics in favor of wodimg 
grandfathers and _ grand- 
mothers. Social Security, 
Medicare and programs for 
the elderly are looming as 
the top issues for the voters 
in this off-year balloting. 

Non-presidential-year 
elections inevitably produce 
a lower voter turnout. Poli- 
ticians of both parties are 
aware that senior citizens 
may well comprise a higher 
percentage of the vote than 
usual and could swing the 
balance in numerous House 
and Senate races. 

The Republicans already 
have aired a controversial 
television commercial 
which credits President 
Reagan with providing high- 
er monthly paychecks to 
Social Security recipients -- 
even though the boost was 
mandated by Congress. 

In the Democratic camp, 
two private surveys pre- 
pared for the party's leading 
strategists stress the impor- 
tanee of the Social Security 
issue. One pollster reported 
that one-fourth of all voters 
tended to oppose a candidate 
if they found his stand on 
Social Security repugnant. 

The other advised that 
Social ws is the one 
issue that a liberal candi- 
date can use to draw votes 
away from more conserva- 
tive Republican foes. 

In the coming weeks. the 


public’ will see more and 
more congressional aspi- 
rants turning up at homes 
for the aged and recreation 
centers for the elderly. 

FINGER-POINTING: 
Republicans are glumly 
admitting that the moribund 
economy probably won't 
rebound in time to help their 
cause this November, but 
they’re more than willing to 
point the finger of blame at 
their Democratic opponents. 
They'll use their campaign 
funds to hammer out two 
messages: The recession is 
the fault of the Democrats 
who ruled the government 
until 1980, and Ronald 
Reagan needs more time to 
make his supply-side pro- 
gram work.

Immunizing Preschoolers 


Approximately 4% million children will 
file through the doors of public and private 
schools across the country, carrying with 
them an enviable record. They are part of a 
generation of youngsters who have been so 
well immunized that they are seeing histor- 
ically low numbers of vaccine-preventable 
diseases in their classmates. 

School principals and local health agen- 
cies, placing increased emphasis on the 
enforcement of school immunization laws 
which cover, in some cases, children from 
ages 4 to 18, helped to assure that students 
preparing to enroll in school were protected 
against once-common diseases. 

Standardized school health records for 
those already enrolled enabled school nurs- 
es to give this same assurance to the re- 
mainder of the student body. Parents 
updated family medical records for pre- 
schoolers as well as adolescents to meet 
these expanded state school requirements. 
Physicians were asked to complete copies 
of official state immunization record cards, 
administering additional doses of vaccine 
where necessary. 

These efforts have won the initial skir- 
mishes in the war against childhood dis- 
eases.

preventable childhood diseases is measles, 


also known as rubeola, red measles and 10- 
days measles. 


The serious complications of measles, 
such as pneumonia, blindness, deafness and 
encephalitis, may occur as often as once in 
every 1,000 cases reported to the Public 
Health Service. 

Health officials are concentrating on pro- 
tecting a very young and vulnerable 
group—children under five years of age. 
Without the convenient reminders which 
are issued by schools and medical officials 
in late summer, some parents are inclined 
to let immunizations for this young group 
slide until they enter kindergarten, or until 
they are covered by the State school atten- 
dance law and immunization becomes man- 
datory. During the months, or even years, 
when these preschoolers remain un-immu- 
nized, the disease-causing ogranisms con- 
tinue to circulate. If a virus is unknowlingly 
brought into a day care center which has 
several youngsters who are still susceptible 
to these diseases, the result could be an 
epidemic.

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Planners Say Yes To 
Sunset Rock Estates 


Developers of Sunset Rock Estates, a 
seven-lot, 10.92-acre subdivision located off 
Porter Road, got the go-ahead from the 
Planning Board Tvesday night by virtue of 
a 3-0 approval of the project’s definitive 
plan 

Water drainage and privacy were major 
concerns raised by abutters of the subdivi- 
sion during a recent public hearing. 

In approving the definitive plan this 
week, the planning board included as a 
condition that adequate screening (trees 
and shrubs) should be created or main- 
tained along the perimeter of the site. This 
is to ensure as much as possible the privacy 
of backyards which will abut a 500-foot long 
access road, 10 to 12 feet wide, joining a cul- 
de-sac to a lot far removed from the others 
in the subdivision. 4 distance of 750 feet will 
lie between the cul-de-sac and Sunset Rock 
itself. 

Voting to approve the subdivision were 


Chairman Jerry Greer, Paul Curley and 
Andrew Girdwood. Marjorie Bradshaw and 
George Moran were not in attendance. 

Land consultants during the public hear- 
ing had explained that the question of drain- 
age toward Timothy Drive had been 
addressed. According to James Rand, of 
J.C.D., Inc., a retention area will be cre- 
ated to control the flow with no adverse 
affect on down drainage areas. 

Pre-development drainage was reported 
to be 14 feet per cubic second for a 100 year 
storm. After the subdivision is built and 
adjustments made, the flow will reportedly 
be 11 cubic feet per second — a reduction. 
Those figures were reported to have satis- 
fied the town’s engineering department. 

The retention area, according to Rand, 
will gather water and drain out after 
storms. But he said it won’t be a ‘‘wet. 
stagnant hole,” but rather a gradually- 
graded grassy area.

“The major mission of the President’s 
Task Force is to encourage private sector 
involvement in solving the needs and prob- 
lems of our society,’’ Ahearn said. ‘‘Volun- 
tarism and private sector initiatives— 
people working together for the betterment 
of their communities—have been the Amer- 
ican way since the founding of this nation. 
While much is being accomplished already 
in this regard, greater goals can be 
achieved.” 

He stressed that the purpose of-the 
awards event is to encourage and promote 


just such private sector involvement in 
communities throughout New England. 


Foreign Investors 


Foreign ownershp helped U.S. firms ex- 
pand their market shares, but at the price 
of a drop in their relative profitability, 
according to an article in the latest issue of 
the Boston Federal Reserve Bank’s ‘‘New 
England Economic Review.” In studying 
the impact of foreign acquisition on U.S. 
firms, the author, Jane S. Little, economist 
at the bank, examined the financial health 
of 65 non-financial companies bought by 
foreigners between 1972 and 1978. 

The most striking result of the foreign 
acquisitions, Little says, was the apparent 
deterioration in the U.S. firms’ relative 
profitability, which is also a typical result 
of domestic mergers. 

Another major result of the foreign take- 
overs was that growth in sales and assets 
accelerated to above-average rates. For- 
eign owners were seemingly able to provide 
adequate capital, technology or manage- 
ment, skills to help these firms strengthen 
their competitive position. The author also 
draws the conclusion that foreign acquisi- 


tion particularly benefited the firms that 
were weakest before the takeover. 


Altogether, the study suggests no grounds 
for imposing limits on foreign purchasers, 
the author says. 


Ahearn indicated that, based on nomi- 
nations received from members of the pub- 
lic and numerous other sources, an awards
